Representation  to  Ottawa  Citizen 

You  may  recall  that  the  Ottawa  Citizen’s  one-sided  editorial 
policy  in  relation  to  its  treatment  of  events  in  the  Middle  East 
was  the  subject  of  considerable  discussion  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  a few  weeks  ago,  culminating  in  a resolution  calling  tor 
a strong  protest  to  the  publisher  of  the  paper. 

We  have  communicated  our  concern  to  the  Ottawa  Citizen 
and,  as  we  go  to  press,  an  appointment  has  been  made  to  see  the 
publisher  and  his  senior  associates  in  a few  days.  A oriel  has 
been  prepared  which  documents  our  position.  It  will  be 
presented  at  the  meeting.  I will  keep  you  posted  on  the  outcome. 

Shalom  Welcome  Service 

In  1976,  we  established  a new  program  to  augment  the  suc- 
cessful Spring  and  Fall  Teas  which  the  Reception  Committee  for 
Newcomers  had  been  holding  for  some  twenty  years.  We  called 
it  the  Shalom  Welcome  Service  and  the  thought  behind  it  was  to 
reach  out  to  new  arrivals  as  soon  as  we  knew  about  them  in 
order  to  make  them  feel  welcome  and  part  of  the  mainstream  of 
Jewish  life.  The  system  works  in  this  way. 

When  we  learn  (hat  someone  new  has  moved  to  Ottawa,  a lel- 
ter  of  welcome  is  despatched  and  the  family  or  individual  s name 
is  added  lo  our  mailing  list  and  the  Bulletin  forwarded  regularly. 

At  the  same  time,  a volunteer  “wclcomer”  is  assigned  to  visit  the 
family.  ... 

He  or  she  arrives  (sometimes  it  is  a couple)  with  a copy  ot  the 
Shalom  Welcome  Service’s  directory  of  community  organiza- 
tions and  institutions,  a bottle  of  wine  and  a warm  smile.  Infor- 
mation and  help  is  offered  in  an  effort  to  make  the  newcomer 
feel  at  home.  Follow-ups  are  maintained  and  once  a year,  a wine 
and  cheese  party  is  held  in  their  honor.  There  they  have  the  op- 
portunity to  meet  heads  of  organizations  and  others  active  in 
community  affairs  as  well  as  other  newcomers.  Many  friend- 
ships have  evolved. 

Chuck  and  Bonnie  Merovitz  are  the  able  co-chairmen  of  the 
present  committee.  They  have  an  interested  group  working  with 
them  and  they  have  the  backing  of  our  staff.  The  process  works 
well  but  they  could  use  help  in  identifying  new  people.  If  you  are 
a newcomer  yourself  or  know  someone  who  is  a newcomer, 
please  call  our  office  at  232-7306  and  tell  us.  People  sometimes 
tell  us  that  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  is  cold  and  clannish. 
Let’s  see  if  we  can  prove  them  wrong.

A hard-working  and 
outstanding  member  of  B’nai 
B’rith  who  passed  away  sud- 
denly on  February  17,  1981, 
Dr.  Bloom  was  acknowledged 
to  be  the  guiding  spirit  behind 
the  establishment  of  bingos  in 
the  Jewish  community  beginn- 
ing with  the  B’nai  B’rith  ef- 
fort. Friendly,  enthusiastic 
and  spirited,  he  never  said  no 
to  any  request  for  help  and 
those  who  came  to  him  were 
never  disappointed.  As  a result 
of  his  early  initiatives,  con- 
siderable sums  of  money  are 
being  raised  for  charitable  and 
social  services  programs  in  this 
city  by  a host  of  groups  and 
organizations. 

Born  in  Montreal  on  May  8, 
1929,  Dr.  Bloom  attended 
high  school  and  university  in 
that  city,  graduating  with  a 
B.A.  from  Concordia.  He 
went  on  to  obtain  his  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Toron- 
to and  his  Ph.D.  in  psychology 
from  the  University  of  Ot- 
tawa. At  the  time  of  his  death, 
he  was  Chief  Psychologist  of 
the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital,  a 
position  he  had  held  for  over 
twenty  years. 

Ethel  and  Gerald  Bloom 
were  married  in  1954.  Also  a 
native  of  Montreal,  she  and 
her  husband  had  three 
children:  Harley,  who  is  in 
business  in  Ottawa;  Ira,  a 
graduate  in  medicine  from  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario 
who  is  currently  interning  in 
London,  Ontario;  and 
Bradley,  who  is  pursuing  post- 
graduate studies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto.  The  family 
are  members  of  the  Agudath 
Israel  Congregation.

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Louis  Sleinberg 

To  celebrate 
100th  year 

Precious  few  of  us  are 
granted  the  opportunity  to  live 
a lifetime  which  spans  a whole 
century.  But  for  longtime  Ot- 
tawa resident  Louis  Steinberg, 
the  month  of  October  will 
usher  in  a milestone:  his  100th 
birthday. 

To  mark  the  occasion,  his 
children  and  many  of  his  18 
grandchildren  and  six  great- 
grandchildren, as  well  as 
nieces  and  nephews,  will  con- 
verge on  Ottawa  from  Mon- 
treal, Toronto,  Vancouver  and 
Chicago. 

Born  in  1881,  in  Zhitomer  in 
the  Ukraine,  Louis  Steinberg 
and  his  wife  Leah  arrived  in 
Canada  to  join  family  in  Mon- 
treal. Two  years  later  a job 
transfer  brought  the  couple  to 
Ottawa  and  it  was  here  they 
established  their  permanent 
home. 

For  a time  the  young  cabinet 
maker  was  employed  by  a 
mica  factory,  and  later  by  the 
now  defunct  Grand  Trunk 
Railway.  Eventually  he  went 
into  a business  of  his  own,  and 
for  many  years,  until  his 
retirement  in  1943,  L. 
Steinberg  New  and  Used  Fur- 
niture Store  was  a familiar 
sight  on  William  Street  in  the 
By  Ward  Market. 

The  Steinbergs  raised  their 
family  of  six  children  — Ben 
(who  died  in  1977),  Claire 
(Kevanstein),  Abe,  Moe,  Israel 
and  Jack,  in  a flat  above  the 
store.  Leah  Steinberg,  who 
passed  away  17  years  ago,  is 
remembered  fondly  as  a 
devoted  wife  and  mother.  ' 
Active  in  synagogue  ac- 
tivities, Louis  Steinberg  is  a 
founding  member  of  Con- 
gregation Machzikei  Hadas 
and  was  chosen  Man  of  the 
Year  for  that  congregation  in 
1966,  by  the  Israel  Bond 
Organization.  He  has  been  ac- 
tive in  the  Hebrew  Benevolent 
Society,  and  for  many  years 
served  as  Gabbi  for 
Machzikei  Hadas  at  the 
cemetery. 

He  has  visited  Israel  twice  in 
his  long  life,  most  recently  on 
his  90th  birthday  with  one  of 
his  sons. 

To  mark  their  father’s  100th 
birthday  a Kiddush  in  his 
honour  is  being  tendered  by 
his  children  on  Saturday,  Oc- 
tober 24  at  Hillel  Lodge. 

On  Sunday,  October  25, 
from  2:00  to  4:00  p.m.  a 
reception  in  honour  of  Louis 
Steinberg  is  being  given  by  his 
children  and  the  Ladies  Aux- 
iliary of  Hillel  Lodge.  Friends 
and  relatives  are  invited  to 
come  and  honour  him  at  this 
event.

Five  clarinets  have  been  sent 
to  the  isolated  Conservatory 
of  Music  in  Eilat,  with  funds 
raised  from  the  Pinchas 
Zukerman  Supper,  sponsored 
by  the  Ottawa  branch  of  the 
Canada-Israel  Cultural  Foun- 
dation last  year.

Senior  appointment 
at  Embassy  of  Israel

The' Embassy  of  Israel  an- 
nounces the  arrival  of  its  new 
Minister-Counsellor,  Itzhak 
Shclef  to  its  Canadian  lega- 
tion. Shelef’s  predecessor, 
Moshe  Ol'er,  has  returned  to 
Israel  after  several  years  in  the, 
U.S.  and  Canada. 

A career  diplomat,  Shelef 
joined  the  Israeli  Foreign 
Ministry  in  1965,  after  com- 
pleting his  masters  of  law 
degree  at  the  Hebrew  Universi- 
ty. Following  a four  year 
assignment  in  charge  of 
technical  assistance  courses 
for  persons  being  posted  to 
developing  countries,  Shelef 
was  posted  to  thfe  Israeli  Em- 
bassy in  Addis  Ababa, 
Ethiopia. 

In  1973,  in  the  upheaval 
following  the  October  War, 
Shelef  was  cross  posted  from 
Ethiopia  directly  to  Japan.  It 
was  ‘‘a  great  shock”,  moving 
from  one  of  the  poorest  coun- 
tries in  the  world  to  one  of  the 
most  developed,  ‘most  highly- 
sophisticated.  Ethiopia  was  an 
open  receptive  society  where 
Israelis  were  appreciated  and 
welcomed  into  Ethiopian 
homes.  Japan  is  a closed  socie- 
ty which  hesitates  to  welcome 
foreigners  serving  there.  The 
open  spaces  and  greenery  of 
Africa  were  suddenly 
dramatically  contrasted  with 
Tokyo’s  congestion  and  high 
rise  density. 

“It  was  a difficult  adjust- 
ment for  all  of  us”  Shelef  ad- 
mits. “In  Ethiopia  there  was  a 
large  and  well  established 
Israeli  presence.  After  the  Oc- 
tober war,  our  position  was 
verv  different  in  a Japan  suf-

“Teshuva” 

From  the  Dali  Lama 
to  Kol  Nidre

Young  Israel  Congregation 

On  Tuesday  evenings,  from  October  through  June, 
80-81  a weekly  Torah  class  took  place  at  my  home. 
Needless  to  say'one  of  a Rabbi's  P^me  obl.gauons  . to 
teach  This  class,  however,  was  one  of  both  teaching 
and  listening,  study  and  discussion.  After  many  mon- 
ths a sense  of  fraternity  developed  between  all  of  us, 
and  when  each  departed  for  summer  vacation,  farewells 
and  good  luck  wishes. were  received  by  all. 

One  young  lady,  whom  we  shall  call  Sarah  was 
ieaving  for  some  mid-western  United  States,  to  stay  with 
“some  good  people”  for  a short  while.  She  lived  near 
Carleton  University  and  probably  would  be  returning 
next  year,  depending  on  her  summer.  Only  after  Labor 
Day  was  1 informed,  that  Sarah  went  to  spend  the^umer 
With  the  .Dali  Lama.,  who  was  visiting  that  pditicular 
mid-Western  city.  Here  I though;  once  more  a sincere, 
intelligent,  young  Jew,  removed  and  uninspired  by  ner 
Jewish  community,  is  lost  to  our  people. 

Thank  G-d,  the  story  does  not  end  here.  Being  near 
the  city  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  where  a Summer 
Institute  for  Judaic  Studies  operates  from  April  through' 
September,, and  hearing  somiuch  about  it  from.her Tues- 
day teacher,  Sarah  decided  to  stop  by  to  see  what  it  was 
like.  She  stayed  for  one  week,  a second,  and  then 
another.  Sarah  learned,  studied,  questioned,  challenged 
and  experienced  Torah  Yiddishkeit.  Today,  she  is  once 
again  in  Ottawa,  and  will  be  completing  her  Master  s 
degree.  But  there  has  been  a change.  She  is  now  on  the 
road  to  commitment  as  a Jew. 

What  causes  young  Jews  to  stray  so  far  trom 
Judaism?  Why  are  so  many  of  our  youth  and  young 
couples  turned  off,  or  just  not  turned  on  to  Yiddishkeit/ 
Where  are  we,  organized  Jewish  communal  life,  failing/ 
These  questions  require  some  serious  soul-searching,  for 
which  I will  leave  each  of  us,  to  do  our  own. 

However,  I would  like  to  share  a thought  on  the  Baal 
Tshuva  and  why,  there  are  today  more  young,  modern 
men  and  women  professionals  and  laymen,  who  are 
aware  of  their  heritage. 

In  Hebrew  the  word  associated  with  Rosh  Hashana  is 
Teshuva  which  is  generally,  translated  as  repentance. 
However,  the  exact  translation  of  repentance  in  Hebrew 
is  charatah  and  not  Teshuvah. 

Charatah  and  Teshuva  are  almost  opposite  concepts. 
Charatah  stresses  a movement  towards  a new  path  of 
action  by  the  individual.  One  may  regret  having  com- 
mitted a certain  deed  or  failing  to  do  a good  one,  and 
now  wishes  to  conduct  himself  in  a new  manner,  as  in 
the  common  expression  heard  around  January  1st  of 
every  year,  “Let’s  turn  over  a new  leaf”.  This  concept 
of  repentance,  charatah  is  quite  predominant  in  the 
religions  of  Western  societies. 

Teshuva,  on  the  other  hand,  signifies  return.  A return 
to  your  roots  and  heritage.  A return  to  what  comes 
natural  for  the  Jew,  Teshuva  implies  that  every  Jew  is 
essentially  good  and  his  innermost  desire  is  to  do  what  is 
right.  It  is  only  due  to  various  circumstances,  wholly  or 
partly  beyond *his  control,  th^at  he  has  erred.  This  is  the 
Jewish  concept  of  Teshuva  : — a return  to  one’s  inner- 
most self,  revealing  one’s  innate  personality,  which  will 
now  become  a blaster  force,  an  important  entity  in  his 
life.  . . 

So  for  a Jew  to  return,  to  do  Teshuva  is  not  beginning 
something  foreign  and  new,  rather,  on  the  contrary,  it  is 
keeping  the  chain  of  Jewish  history  intact,  by  making 
sure  your  link  is  secure.  It  is  making  sure  that  your  fami- 
ly, which  dates  back  so  many  years,  will  continue  for 
years  to  come.  It  is  making  sure  that  your  grandparents 
and  great-grandparents  sacrifices,  for  being  Jewish,  do 
not  come  to  naught.  Needless  to  say,  the  connecting 
link,  of  past  to  future,  is  you.  Hence  in  our  days,  the 
eighties,  days  of  modernity  and  open-mindedness,  it  is 
quite  natural  for  a Jew  to  return  to  Torah. 

While  a gloomy  future  for  Jewry  can  easily  be 
forecast,  a significant  per  cent  of  Jewish  youth  and 
adults  have  begun  taking  their  Jewish  responsibility 
seriously,  and  are  actively  cultivating-  a stronger 
understanding  of  what  it  means  to  be  a Jew. 

May  the  “Sarahs”  of  our  community  serve  as  an  in- 
spiration to  us  all. 

A happy  and  healthy  New  Year  to  you  and  your 
families.  . . .

observes. 

As  an  Israeli  diplomat, 
Shelef  must  clarify  and  explain 
Israel  policies  to  government 
agencies  and  non- 
governmental bodies.  He 
points  out  that  an  Israeli, 
unlike  other  countries’ 
diplomatic  representatives,  is 
specifically  a representative  of 
a Jewish  state.  That  means 
that  he  must  establish  a liaison 
with  Canadian  Jewish  com- 
munities as  well. 

- Shelef,  who  hopes  to  travel 
to  many  of  the  smaller  com- 
munities says:  “1  discovered 
my  Jewish  point  only  when  1 
was  sent  abroad.  It’s  very  easy 
for  an  Israeli  to  live  in  Israel, 
surrounded  by  Israelis,  by  . 
Jews. ..and  not  think  about  his 
Jewishness.  But  the  first  Shab- 
bat  abroad,  the  first  welcom- 
ing reception  a community 
holds  makes  you  aware  that 
you  are,  in  fact,  part  of  the 
same  community. 

Shelef  describes  his  time  in 
Japan  as  an  era  in  which  he 
I came  to  identify  very  closely 
with  Jews  of  the  Diaspora. 

I “We  are.  the  same  people.  1 
come  from  Israel,  you  come 
from  the  Diaspora,  but  there  is 
something  deeper  than  I’ve 
seen  before.”  In  Tokyo,  pray- 
ing at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  with  settlers  who  had 
fled  Russia,  with  younger 
technical  personnel  from  the 
West,  Shelef  recognized  the 
strength  of  his  identity  with 
Jews  from  many  backgrounds. 
His  earlier  close  relationships 
with  Ethiopia’s  Falasha  Jews 
had  prepared  the  ground  for 
that  strong  identity  with  the 
community  wherever  he  was  to 
be  posted. 

He  and  his  wife,  Malcah, 
look  forward  to  their  time  in 
Ottawa  over  the  next  five 
years.

Sheva’s  Honey  Cake 


1 


2 eggs 

1 cup  sugar 

2 teaspoons  baking  powder 

1 teaspoon  baking  soda 

2 1/^-3  cups  flour 

1 cup  hot  tea  or  coffee  (dark) 


1 cup  honey 
2-3  Tablespoons  Oil 
1 teaspoon  cinnamon 
1 teaspoon  nutmeg 
1 teaspoon  allspice 
1 handful  raisins  or  walnuts 
(optional) 

Beat  eggs  and  sugar.  Dissolve  baking  soda  with  tea  and  the 
honey.  Add  this  plus  oil  to  the  egg-sugar  mixture. 

Mix  flour  and  baking  powder  separately  with  the  spices,  pinch 
salt,  raisins  and  nuts.  Stir  together.  Then  mix  into  egg  mixture. 
Pour  into  well-greased  pan  (9x13).  Bake  at  350°  for  45  minutes 
or  50  minutes  or  longer,  (until  done).-

Excerpts  from  the  address  of  Finance  Minister  I 
Yoram  Aridor  to  Israel  Bond  Conference  ‘ 


While  we  deeply  appreciate 
[he  magnificenl  effort  you  are 
all  investing  in  the  Israel  Bond 
drive,  you  all  know  the  extent 
of  the  assistance  we  receive 
from  the  U.S.  government, 
which  runs  far  in  excess  of  the 
Bond  drive  income.  Should 
this  fact  not  spur  you  on  to  yet 
greater  achievements?  It  is  im- 
portant to  stress  that  this  aid 
fulfills  important  U.S. 
strategic  interests  in  this  area. 
Of  equal  importance  is  the  fact 
that  by  purchasing  Israel 
Bonds,  by  increasing  your  in- 
vestment in  Israel  you  are  also 
providing  impressive  evidence 
of  popular  support  for  the 
American  governmenl 
economic  assistance  pro- 
gramme. We  all  know  how 
closely  the  U.S.  administra- 
tion and  Congress  follow  what 
the  Jewish  community  does  in 
support  of  Israel  as  a yardstick 
for  their  over-all  effort. 

No  country  in  the  contem- 
porary world  has  escaped  in- 


flation. Since  Israel  imports  so 
large  a part  of  its  basic  com- 
modities, in  nation  abroad  has 
a multiplying  effect  upon  in- 
flation here.  In  addition,  there 
were  a few  local  factors  im- 
mediately at  work,  and  in  a 
way,  inflation  breeds  upon 
itself. 

The  challenge  we  faced  was 
to  break  the  upward  spiral. 
We  wanted  to  reduce  expecta- 
tions that  prices  could  only 
move  upwards,  and  this  we  did 
by  taking  various  fiscal  steps 
that  proved  appropriate  and 
effective.  Despite  our  much 
publicized  system  of  indexa- 
tion which  helps  us  survive  in 
an  inflationary  atmosphere, 
there  is  . little  doubt  that 
Israel’s  1980  rate  of  130  per 
cent  was  cause  for  a great  deal 
of  concern. 

1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  to  you  that  this  seem- 
ingly uncontrollable  spiral  has 
in  recent  months  tempered  its

rate.  At  present,  our  1981  in- 
flation rate  is  already 
somewhat  under  100  per  cent. 
Although  this  figure  is  cause 
for  concern,  il  does,  on  the 
other  hand,  represent  the  first 
break  in  the  trend.  But  those- 
of  you  who  have  taken  the 
trouble  to  inform  themselves 
of  [he  details  of  our  system  of 
indexation,  know  that  it  is  a 
double-edged  sword. 

Learning  from  our  past  er- 
rors as  well  as  our  successes, 
we  hope  to  infuse  a new  spirit 
of  confidence  and  strength  in 
our  economy  by  proceeding  on 


such  new  development  pro- 
jects as  the  Mediterranean- 
Dead  Sea  Canal,  with  which 
you  are  not  only  familiar  but 
have  been  profoundly  involv- 
ed since  its  inception.  The 
'truth  is,  of  course,  that 
through  the  Bonds  programme 
you  have  been  intimately  in- 
volved in  every  aspect  of  ma- 
jor infrastructure  development 
over  the  years. 

We  must  strain  every  effort 
to  develop  new  industries,  to 
find  and  create  new  markets, 
to  promote  new  products,  to 
attract  new  investors  jr-  to 
pump  more  and  more  money 
into  research^  and  develop- 
ment. Today,  much  of  our  in- 
dustrial exports  are  based  on 
products  evolving  from  our

In- 
deed, the  Bonds  have  proven 
to  be  a backbone  of  the  coun- 
try’s economic  advancement, 
its  agricultural  progress,  its  in- 
dustrial growth  and  the  expan- 
sion of  indispensable  services. 
Thanks  to  the  aid  of  this  uni- 
que enterprise,  the  Jewish 
State  has  successfully  absorb- 
ed so  many  thousands  of  im- 
migrants.” 


PATT:  “The  industrial  in- 
frastructures which  were  built 
over  the  past  30  years  of  Israel 
Bonds  have  contributed  to  the 
economic  strength  of  the  State 
of  Israel,  provided  employ- 
ment openings  for  thousands 
of  people,  and  increased  ex- 
port to  all  over  the  world. 

“As  a result  of  the  Bonds 
activities,  Israel  has  a network 
of  roads,  factories  and  in- 
dustrial areas.” 

PERES:  “Israel  Bonds  have 
served  and  continue  to  serve  as 
a sentimental,  political  and 
material  bridge  between  the 
will  of  Jewish  survival  and  the. 


collective  effort  of  our, people 
to  survive  in  its  own 
homeland.  The  Bonds 
translated  our  historic  mission 
into  the  language  of  ports  and 
shipping,  roadways  and 
pipelines,  waterworks  and 
electric  power  — thereby  shar- 
ing an  unprecedented  adven- 
ture and  changing  ancient 
reality. 

RABIN:  During  my  service  as 
prime  minister  and  my  tour  of 
duty  as  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  I was  profound- 
ly impressed  with  the  intensive 
and  devoted  efforts  of 
American  Jewry  to  make  the 


Israel  Bond  programme  a 
most  vital  instrument  in  finan- 
cing the  development  of  in- 
dustrial and  agricultural  pro- 
jects that  have  been  the  key  to 
the  growth  of  our  economy 
during  the  past  30  years.” 

SHAVIT:  “I  have  been  for- 
tunate in  seeing  how 
with  Israel  Bonds  for  the  last 
30  years,  on  both  sides  of  it,  in 
the  U.S.  and  other  countries 
and  here  in  Israel,  seeing  how 
those  efforts  made  by  you 
have  been  pouring  concrete 
foundations  for  Israel’s 
economic  infrastructure.”

“When  people  get  together 
to  hear  about  Bonds,  there  are 
detailed  discussions  of  Israel’s 
problems  and  films  about 
Israel.  Many  people  also  make 
trips  to  Israel  to  see  the  needs 
first-hand,  and  recount  their 
experiences  upon  their  return 
to  relatives  and  friends,  thus 
creating  reverberations  among 
a much  wider  group.”1 

It  is  true,  adds  President 
Navon,  that  all  of  the  dona- 
tions and  Bonds  sales  together 
constitute  only  a small  part 
perhaps  5 per  cent  — of  the 
national  budget.  But  even  if 
they  comprised  a much  smaller 
part  of  the  country’s 
resources,  Navon  wouldn’t 
think  of  abolishing  the  fund- 
raising efforts.  “Bonds  forge 
strong  personal  and  emotional 
ties  between  Diaspora  Jewry 
and  Israel,”  he  asserts. 
Businessmen,  professionals 
and  other  Jews  who  would 
have  no  contact  with  Israel  are 
drawn  to  it  through  Bonds. 

Even  the  piece  of  paper  that 
symbolizes  the  Bonds  pur- 
chase is  important,  he  adds, 
because  it  is  a tangible 
reminder  of  the  State  of  Israel 
and  what  remains  to  be  done. 

- The  President  urges  Israel 
Bonds  leaders  and  buyers  to 
redouble  their  efforts.  “Those 
who  purchase  Bonds  should 
try  to  increase  their  efforts,” 
he  suggests,  “and  those  who 
don’t  should  be  reached  and 
encouraged  to  do  so.”  In  addi- 
tion, he  believes  it  is  vital  for 
Bonds  to  dedicate  themselves 
to  two  other  fields  that  seem- 
ingly have  little  in  common 
with  the  economic  functions' 
of  Bonds:  aliya  and  Jewish 
education  and  consciousness. 

The  assemblies  and  trips 
promoted  to  Bonds  can  be  us- 
ed to  increase  awareness  of 
Jewishness  and  the  need  to  im- 
prove Jewish  education  among 
the  young.  Bond  .purchasers 
should  also  be  encouraged  to 
think  of  living  in  Israel  — in- 
stead of  investing  only  from 
afar,  says  the  President. 

In  conclusion,  President 
Navon  gives  special  credit  to 
the  role  of  Henry  Montor  in 
the  establishment  and  success 
of  Israel  Bonds,  and  that  of 
Julian  Venezky  and  Sam 
Rothberg,  who  participated  in 
founding  conference  in

The  Israel  Bond  campaign 
was  actively  launched  in  1951, 
a delicate  and  emotional 
period  in  the  history  of  the. 
Jewish  people.  Israel  had  been 
born  a few  years  earlier,  out  of 
the  ashes  of  the  Holocaust 
which  had  consumed  six 
million  Jewish  souls. 

For  many  of  us,  Israel  is  a 
symbol  of  Jewish  rebirth 
following  the  Holocaust.  The 
murder  of  six  million  Jews  has 
traumatized  the  Jewish  people 
and  has  made  them  feel 
vulnerable.  When  Israel  was 
born,  it  was  felt  that  the 
Jewish  people  had  been  reborn 
after  years  of  horror,  terror 
and  destruction. 

As  early  as  1946,  David 
Ben-Gurion  declared  of  the 
Israel  which  was  yet  to  be 
established:  “This  country 

made  us  a people;  our  people 
made  this  country.’’  And  the 
noted  novelist  and  thinker, 
Arthur  Koestler,  said  of  Israel 
that  it  “has  the  size  of  a coun- 
try and  the  problems  of  a con- 
tinent.’’ 

TJifise  arc  some  of  the: 
reasons  why  it  is  so  important 
that  support  for  Israel  con- 
tinue from  generation  to 
generation,  from  father  to 
sons  and  daughters  and  to 
grandchildren.  It  is  vital  that 
the  Jewish  people  do  not  look 
upon  1951  and  the  Holocaust 
as  the  faraway  past,  but,  in- 
stead, as  moments  in  the 
history  of  the  Jews  and  that 
any  problems  arising  from 
these  moments  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  present 
generation. 

“Love  for  Israel,”  Shneor 
Zalman,  the  leader  of  rhe 
Habad  branch  of  Hasidim, 
declared  in  the  Tanya,  his  col- 
lection of  “Sayings”,  “must 
be  a fire  burning  in  the  Jew’s, 
heart.” 

Thus,  it  is  most  appropriate 
that  “From  Generation  Unto 
Generation”  should  be  the 
dramatic  theme  which  will 
echo  in  1,200  synagogues 
throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  during  the  30th 
Anniversary  Israel  Bond  High 
Holy  Day  this  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur. 

The  theme  emphasizes  that 
an  entirely  new  generation  has 
grown  up  during  the  past  three 
decades,  a generation  which, 
under  “normal”  cir- 
cumstances, would  look  upon 
events  of  thirty  years  as 
unrelated  to  them.  With  the 
contemporary  Jewish  genera- 
tion, however,  the  view  is  dif- 
ferent. 

As  the  prophet  Malachi  has 
said,  “Behold  I will  send  you 
Elijah  the  prophet... and  he 
shall  turn  the  heart  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children,  and  the 
heart  of  the  children  to  their 
fathers.” 

“From  Generation  Unto 
Generation”  is  a theme  which 
can  be  interpreted  to  mean 
that  the  tradition  of  develop- 
ing Israel’s  economy  must  be 
passed  on  to  the  next  genera- 
tion. 

The  generation  that  created 
the  Israel  Bond  program 
understood  its  responsibilities 
to  what  was  an  infant  state. 
This  new  state,  in  the  face  of 
warfare  and  tension,  lived  up 
to  the  terms  of  its  Law  of 
Return.  It  welcomed  Jews 
from  more  than  65  lands. 


met  if  the  new  generation  of 
Jews,  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  those  who  were  among  the 
pioneer  supporters  of  Israel 
Bonds,  meet  their  respon- 
sibilities in  the  same  spirit  and 
with  the  same  effectiveness  as 
their  own  parents. 

Israel  must  be  aided  in  its 
pursuit  of  peace  in  the  Middle 
East.  Israel  required  financial 
aid  to  build  the  new 
Mcditerranean-to-Dead  Sea 
Canal  project,  one  of  the  most 
ambitious  engineering  feats  in 
history.  This  project  will 
receive  seed  money  from  Israel 
Bonds  to  initiate  the  Canal. 

It  is  most  encouraging,  too, 
that  as  synagogues  prepare 
their  High  Holy  Day  Israel 
Bond  Appeals  there  is  a new 
Variable  Rate  Issue  of  Israel 
Bonds  (VRI),  which  . is 
available  to  employee  benefit 
funds  and  features  a 7 1/2% 
minimum  return  plus  an  addi- 
tional 50%  of  the  excess  of  the 
prime  rate  over  7 1 /2%.  There 
are  many  individuals  who  par- 
ticipate in  High  Holy  Day  ser- 
vices who  will  wish  to  learn 
more  about  the  VRI. 

And  so  there  is  special 
meaning  this  year  to  the  theme 
“From  Generation  Unto 
Generation”  for  synagogues 
everywhere  interested^ in  the 
strengthening  and  develop- 
ment of  the  State  of  Israel, 
which  is  so  central  to  the  con- 
tinuity of  Jewish  life  and  to 
the  Jewish  people  wherever 
they  may  live. 


Most  especially,  the  gates  were 
opened  widely  for  the  sur- 
vivors of  the  concentration 
and  extermination  camps  of 
Europe.  Jews  from  Arab 
countries  were  flown  in  by  way 
of  “Operation  Magic 
Carpet.’'  Later  Jews  started  to 
arrive  from  Eastern  European 
countries,  including  the  Soviet 
Union.  And  during  these 
thirty-three  years,  Jews  kept 
coming  from  the  United 
States,  Canada,  Central  and 
Latin  and  South  America,  Bri- 
tain, France  and  scores  of 
other  lands. 

Thanks  to  the  generation 
that  met  these  challenges, 
Israel  today  is  a free,  strong 
and  independent  state,  which 
has  absorbed  literally  millions 
of  Jews,  expanded  its  in- 
dustry, developed  its 
agriculture,  established  new 
settlements,  extended  its 
foreign  trade  and  opened  up 
the  Negev. 

The  people  of  Israel  proved 
themselves  as  farmers  and 
soldiers,  as  scientists  and  road 


builders.  They  did  everything 
necessary  to  build  and  main- 
tain a modern  state. 

Israel,  from  its  first  day  and 
up  to  the  present,  faces  heavy 
financial  and  economic 
burdens.  It  . is  obvious  that 
Israel  requires  material  and 
financial  support.  One  of  the 
primary  sources  of  such  aid  is 
the  Israel  Bond  Organization, 
which,  since  1951,  has  provid- 
ed the  state  with  more  than 
$5.2  billion  in  capital  funds.

Proceeds  of  Sale  to  CICF  projects 
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Holocaust  gathering  leaves  an 
indellible  imprint  on  Vera  Gara 


When  an  invitation  to  at- 
tend World  Gathering  of 
Jewish  Holocaust  Survivors  in 
Israel  appeared  in  the  Cana- 
dian Jewish  Chronicle, 
something  in  Vera  Gara  snap- 
ped and  her  reaction  was  swift 
and  positive.  “Now,”  she 
said,  “now  1 am  going.” 

Gara,  48,  had  never  visited 
Israel,  which  is  unusual  con- 
sidering her  involvement  in 
organizations  dedicated  to  the 
building  of  that  country. 

But  Vera  Gara  is  a child  of 
the  Holocaust,  and  her  hesita- 
tion to  make  the  journey  lay  in 
a fear  of  being  able  to  cope, 
once  again,  with  bombings 
and  blackouts  and  war. 

Of  her  recent  odyssey  she 
says:  “It  was  a once-in-a- 
lifetime  event.  It  cannot  be 
repeated  because  it  would  not 
be  the  same.’’. 

Everything  was  beautifully 
organized  by  the  Israelis,  and 
“we  were  treated  like 
royalty”. 

Most  amazing  to  Gara  was 
the  respect  and  consideration 
practised  by  the  6,000  par- 
ticipants from  22  countries. 
“No  one”,  she  marvels,  “ever 
pushed  or  shoved  or  complain- 
ed.” 

Four  days  in  June  — from 
the  15th  through  the  18th  — 
were  set  aside  for  the  survivors 
gathering  in  Israel.  The  of- 
ficial opening  ceremonies  were 
held  on  the  Sunday  in  Tel 
Aviv,  but  for  Gara  the  real 
opening  took  place  the  next 
evening,  Monday,  at  Yad 
Vashem. 

‘‘As  we  filed  in  through  the 
entrance  to  Yad  Vashem”,  she 
remembers,  “beautiful  young 
Israelis  handed  each  of  us  a 
red  or  yellow  rose  from  the 
bouquets  they  were  holding. 
And  we  took  those  roses,  each 
of  us,  and  laid  them  on  the 


ground  before  the  name  of  the 
camp  in  which  we  had  been 
held  prisoner”.  She  shows  a 
photograph  of  a profusion  of 
roses  on  the  Bergen-Belsen 
gravesite.  It  speaks  a thousand 
words. 

There  followed  a sound  and 
light  presentation,  and 
speeches.  The  air  was  heavy 
with  memories.  People  wept 
freely.  And  no  one,  though 
they  were  free  to  do  so,  chose 
to  leave  the  grounds,  though 
the  Jerusalem  night  was  chill- 
ing. 

The  four  days  were  filled 
with  excitement,  activity  and 
sight-seeing.  It  was,  for  all 
who  were  part  of  it,  an  ex- 
hilarating experience. 

On  the  final  Thursday  even- 
ing, the  6,000  who  had 
journeyed  to  Israel  for  the  oc- 
casion, gathered  at  the  Kotel, 
The  Wall. 

Again,  as  the  survivors  filed 
in,  young  Israelis  stood  sen- 
tinel, handing  each  person  a 
single  unlit  yahrtzeit  candle, 
and  a match  with  which  to  ig- 
nite it.  The  sight  of  6,000 
yahrtzeit  candles  blazing  in  the 
darkness  on  tables  especially 
set  up  before  the  dais,  was 
overwhelming.  Once  more  thd 
air  was  thick  with  emotion. 

The  Gathering  on  that  night 
was  addressed  by  Prime 
Minister  Menachem  Begin, 
and  Holocaust  survivor  and 
author  Eli  Wiesel,  and  was 
followed  by  a torchlight 
ceremony. 

Carrying  torches  were 
representatives  from  each  of 
the  22  countries  present,  each 
of  the  concentration  camps, 
and  those  whose  children  — 
the  children  of  survivors  — 
had  accompanied  them  to 
Israel. 

In  a deeply  moving 
ceremony  the  survivors  gave 
their  oath  that  the  Holocaust 
had  actually  happened  and,  as 


they  passed  their  flaming  tor- 
ches to  the  second  generation 
waiting  with  arms  outstretched 
to  receive  them,  asked  that 
they  never  let  the  world  forget; - 
that  they  never  let  the 
Holocaust  happen  again. 

And  taking  the  flame  from 
their  elders,  the  children  of  the 
survivors  pledged  to  carry  on 
the  memory  of  the  Six  Million. 
(And  in  fact,  the  Children  of 
the  Holocaust  Survivors  have 
elected  to  meet  again,  next 
August,  in  Israel). 

Would  Vera  Gara  go  back 
to  Israel?  “Tomorrow”, 
comes  the  swift  reply,  her  eyes 
shining. 

Perhaps  the  feeling  that  is 
Israel  was  summed  up  by  Gara 
herself  on  the  evening  of  Yad 
Vashem  when  she  heard  the 
man  beside  her  whisper,  “God 
help  us  if  something  should 
happen  here”. 

Turning  to  him,  she  found 
herself  saying,  “I  am  surprised 
that  such  a thought  should 
even  come  to  your  mind.  And 
if  it  should  happen  here,  at 
least  we  are  at  home”.

“Yedid  Nefesh”  and  “Sisu  et 
Yerushalayim”.  It  drew  inter- 
national attention,  giving  rise 
to  the  idea  that  the  Festival  be 
performed  for  audiences  out- 
side Israel  as  well. 

The  international  debut  was 
at  New  York’s  Carnegie  Hall 
in  1971 . Since  that  time,  scores 
of  cities  on  four  continents 
have  welcomed  the  Israeli 


Chassidic  Festival  to  their 
stages.  ?This  year  marks  the 
Festival’s  eleventh  visit  to 
North  America,  with  57  per- 
formances scheduled  this  Fall. 

13  Festivals  have  produced 
13  LP  record  albums  and  130 
new  songs.  Among  them  are: 
“Shehecheyanu”,  “Shema 
Israel:,  “Ani  Ma’amin”  and 
Adon  Olam”. 

Passages  of  prayers  which 
were  recited  for  hundreds  of 
years  are  now  being  sung  to 
the  new  melodies  which 
originated  in  the  Chassidic 
Festival.  And,  in  some  cases, 
the  new  melodies  have  even 
replaced  the  traditional  ones. 

In  October  the  1981  Israeli 
Chassidic  Festival  will  take 
place  in  Jerusalem,  from 
which  the  group  will  set  out  on 
its  world  wide  tour,  including 
this  single  performance  in  Ot- 
tawa. 

The  Israeli  Chassidic 
Festival  is  two  hours  of 
thoroughly  enjoyable  enter- 
tainment for  the  whole  family. 
Its  the  best  way  to  experience 
Israel  without  leaving  town!

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A child’s  eye  view  of 
Rosh  Hashanah 
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For  thirty  days  during  the  Hebrew  month  of 
Elul,  Jews  prepare  themselves  for  the  holidays  to 
come.  Each  morning  in  their  prayers  they  think 
about  their  behavior  for  the  year  just  past.  They 
think  of  any  wrongs  they  may  have  done  to  their 
friends  and  relatives.  They__ask  forgiveness  from 
anyone  they  may  have  hurl,  and  just  in  case  they 
may  have  hurt  someone  without  realizing  it,  they 
ask  everyone  they  know  for  foigiveness.  They 
send  cards  with  good  wishes,  saying,  “May  you  be 
written  down  for  a good  year.”  Each  (morning 
during  this  special  month,  they  hear  the  sound  of 
the  shdfctr,  the  ram’s  horn.  It  reminds  them  of  the 
specialness  of  the  time,  and  of  the  holy  period  that 
is  about  to  arrive. 

When  Elul  is  over,  the  month  of  Tishri  begins. 
The  first  ten  days  of  Tishri  are  known  as  the  High 
Holy  Days.  They  arc  the  most  important  days  in 
the  entire  Jewish  year.  The  first  two  days  are  Rosh 
Hashanah,  the  Jewish  New  Year.  The  last  day  is 
Yom  Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement.  The  days 
between  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  arc 
called  the  Days  of  Penitence. 

Rosh  Hashanah  comes  in  the  fall,  usually  in 
September  or  October.  It  starts  a brand  new  calen- 
dar year  for  Jews.  But  Rosh  Hashanah  is  not  only 
the  Jewish  New  Year;  it  is  also  what  the  Jews  call 
Yom  Hadin,  the  Day  of  Atonement. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition,  there  is  in 
heaven  a symbolic  book  in  which  all  of  man’s 
deeds  arc  written.  On  one  side  are  his  good  deeds 
and  on  the  other,  his  bad.  On  Rosh  Hashanah, 


Jews  believe,  God  begins  to  study  each  and  every 
man’s  behavior  for  the  past  year.  Has  he  been  a 
good  person?  Has  he  tried  to  be  helpful?  Has  he 
hurt  someone  without  knowing  it?  God  studies  all 
of  man’s  actions.  For  the  entire  ten  days  of  the 
High  Holy  Days,  the  heavenly  book  is  kept  open. 
As  the  sun  goes  down  on  Yom  Kippur,  God  writes 
down,  or  inscribes  what  man’s  life  will  be  like  for 
the  year  to  come. 

Because  man’s  fate  is  not  sealed  until  the  end  ol 
Yom  Kippur,  Jews  spend  the  time  from  Rosh 
Hashanah  onward  trying  to  make  themselves  bet- 
ter people.  They  try  to  repent,  which  means  they 
try  to  understand  anything  bad  they  may  have 
done  in  their  lives,  and  then  try  to  change  their 
ways. 

They  hope  that  by  repenting,  they  will  be  writ- 
ten down  for  a better  life.  It  is  a very  serious  and 
very  holy  time. 

Because  Rosh  Hashanah  is  such  a holy  time, 
Jews  spend  much  of  it  in  the  synagogue  praying. 
Many  Jews  wear  simple  white  clothing  to  remind 
themselves  of  the  holiness  and  purity  of  the  lime. 
The  prayers,  read  from  a special  Rosh  Hashanah 
prayer  book,  are  old  and  beautiful  and  written  like 
poems.  Sometimes  they  are  sung  as  songs.  The 
same  shofar  which  was  sounded  once  each  morn- 
ing during  the  month  of  Elul  is  sounded  more  than 
100  limes  during  the  two  days  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  long  and  short  blasts  are  sharp  and  trill,  and 
add  to  the  very  holy  feeling  of  the  period. 

On  Rosh  Hashanah  Jews  read  the  portion  of  the 


Bible  which  tells  of  the  sacrifice  of  Isaac.  The 
story  tells  of  how  God  commanded  Abraham  to 
take  his  son  Isaac,  his  only  son  whom  he  loved 
very  much,  and  to  sacrifice  him  to  God.  Abraham 
had  areat  faith  in  God,  and  prepared  to  follow  His 
command.  He  took  the  boy  to  a far  off  place,  and 
built  the  altar  as  God  had  commanded.  As  he  rais- 
ed the  knife,  Abraham  heard  the  voice  of  God  tell 
him  not  to  harm  his  son.  He  was  to  sacrifice  an 
animal  instead.  As  Abraham  turned  his  head,  lie 
saw  a ram  caught  by  its  horns  among  the  thickets. 
This  ram  was  to  be  Abraham’s  sacrifice  to  God. 
To  this  day,  when  Jews  hear  the  shofar,  which  is 
the  ram’s  horn,  they  remember  Abraham’s  great 
faith  in  the  ways  of  God. 

There  are  many  interesting  customs  for  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  special  holiday  bread  called 
ehallah  which  is  usually  in  the  shape  of  a braid  is 
for  this  holiday  made  round,  like  the  snail’s  shell. 
This  reminds  people  that  the  year  goes  around  and 
around.  It  is  also  a custom  to  eat  sweet  things  such 
as  honey.  The  honey  is  a symbol  of  a sweet  year.  It 
is  also  a custom  to  eat  a new  fruit  of  the  season, 
and  to  say  a prayer  over  it. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  Jews  say  special  prayers  called 
Tashlich  near  a running  stream  of  water.  When 
they  have  finished  the  prayers,  they  throw  crumbs 
of  bread  into  the  water.  They  hope  that  like  the 
crumbs,  their  evil  ways  will  float  away.

..and  of  Yom  Kippur 
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Yom  Kippur  comes  exactly  ten  days  after  Rosh 
Hashanah.  It  is  the  holiest  day  of  all  the  High  Ho- 
ly Days.  On  this  day,  Jews  believe,  God  decides  on 
the  kind  of  life  each  man  will  have  for  the  year  to 


On  Rosh  Hashanah,  Jews  believe,  God  opens  a 
heavenly  book.  He  looks  at  man’s  deeds  for  the 
year  just  past.  For  ten  days,  God  studies  man’s 
deeds.  On  Yom  Kippur,  which  is  also  known  as 
the  Day  of  Judgement,  man’s  future  is  decided. 
The  book  is  closed  for  another  year. 

Jews  spend  the  ten  days  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  repenting  for  their 
sins.  They  try  to  understand  their  behavior,  and 
anything  wrong  they  may  have  done.  They  try  to 
find  ways  to  make  themselves  better  people. 

Yom  Kippur  is  a fast  day.  On  it,  Jews  eat  no 
food  and  drink  no  water  for  twenty-five  hours. 
They  spend  almost  all  their  time  in  the  synagogue. 
Fasting  helps  to  keep  their  minds  clear.  They  want 
to  spend  the  entire  time  of  Yom  Kippur  praying 
and  repenting. 

People  come  to  the  synagogue  dressed  in  their 
best  clothes.  Some  men  wear  a white  robe,  known 
as  a kittel.  The  whiteness  is  a sign  of  purity.  Many 
of  the  women  wear  white  clothing,  loo. 

During  the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  between 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur,  Jewish  people 
ask  for  forgiveness  from  anyone  they  may  have 
hurt.  Jews  believe  they  can  only  ask  God’s 
forgiveness  after  they  have  asked  for  man’s.  The 


Ten  Days  of  Penitence  gives  enemies  a chance  to 
become  friends  once  again. 

It  is  a Jewish  custom,  on  the  day  before  Yom 
Kippur,  to  take  a chicken  and  swing  it  around  the 
head  three  times  while  special  prayers  are  said. 
The  ceremony,  known  as  Kapparah,  is  a very  an- 
cient  ceremony.  People  long  ago  hoped  that  all 
their  sins  would  be  given  over  to  the  bird,  and  that 
any  punishment  they  were  to  get  would  then  also 
be  given  to  the  bird  instead.  Today,  many  people 
observe  the  ceremony  of  Kapparah  with  money  in- 
stead of  animals.  After  the  ceremony  the  money  is 
given  to  charity. 

Yom  Kippur  begins,  like  all  other  Jewish 
'holidays,. in  the  evening.  It  opens  in  the  synagogue 
with  the  leader  singing  a prayer  called  Kol  Nidrei. 
Jews  read  prayers  from  the  Yom  Kippur  prayer 
book,  and  also  begin  to  say  prayers  in  their  hearts 
and  minds  as  well.  They  spend  the  entire  time  of 
the  holiday  thinking  about  their  ways,  thinking 
how  they  can  become  better  people,  praying  that 
they  will  be  forgiven  for  any  wrongs  they  may 
have  done.  Many  of  the  prayers  are  said  out  loud, 
with  all  the  people  in  the  synagogue  joining  in. 
The  prayers  ask  God  for  forgiveness. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Yom  Kippur,  the  Bible 
story  of  the  Prophet  Jonah  is  read  in  the 
synagogue.  The  Prophet  Jonah  heard  the  voice  of 
God.  It  told  him  to  go  to  the  wicked  city  of 
Nineveh.  There,  he  was  to  tell  the  people  to 
change  their  ways  or  they  would  be  punished. 


Jonah  refused.  He  ran  from  the  voice  of  God.  He 
ran  to  sea  and  was  caught  in  a great  storm.  Jonah 
knew  the  storm  came  because  God  was  angry  with 
him.  He  told  the  sailors  to  throw  him  overboard, 
and  the  storm  would  end. 

Jonah  was  thrown  into  the  sea,  and  a great  fish 
came  and  swallowed  him.  Jonah  lived  in  the  Iish  s 
belly  where  he  prayed  to  God  for  forgiveness. 
After  three  days,  the  fish  spit  him  out  on  the 
shores  bf  Nineveh.  Jonah  did  not  want  the  people 
of  Nineveh  to  be  saved.  Even  so,  he  brought 
God’s  message  to  them.  The  people  repented. 

As  Jonah  sat  in  the  hot  sun,  God  made  a tree 
grow.  It  protected  Jonah  from  the  sun.  Jonah  was 
pleased.  Then  a worm  came  and  destroyed  the 
tree.  Jonah  was  very  angry  with  God.  How  can 
You  have  so  little  mercy  on  a tree,  Jonah  asked 
God.  And  God  answered,  “Shall  I have  mercy  on 
a tree,  and  not  on  a whole  nation  of  people.  The 
story  of  Jonah  reminds  Jews  that  God  is  eager  for 
people  to  repent.  If  they  repent  He  will  change 
His  decree.-  He  will  write  tlTem  down  for  a good 
year  in  the  book  of  Life.. 

As  the  sun  goes  down  on  Yom  Kippur  as  the 
gales  of  heaven  begin  to  close,  Jews  say  he  NcM 
prayer,  which  is  the  holiest  day  o the  Jews  And 
[hen,  there  is  a long  blast  of  the  shofar.  The  holi- 
day has  come  to  an  end.  People  go  home  to  eat 
their  first  meal  after  the  fast,  and  to  prepare  for 
the  next  holiday,  Sukot,  which  comes  in  only  four 
days.
